Tliey aro so, partly 
by virtue of thoir nnlikeness to nnytliing eise 
with which tho northern visitor, accustomed 
to industry, thrift and tho lifo ami stir of 
business, is familiar. Toverty and content- 
ment go hand in hand. Yonder n barefoot 
darkey, with crownhjss hat and dilapidated 
trousers, chaffering with n countryman over 
a watermelon, "composes" well, but tho 
Anglo-Saxon seems an alien element. 1 ie- 
turesqucness is not his forte. Ho is loan and 
scrawny, while Cull'cy is fat and. shining. 
Culley's tones and 
laugh avo mellow and 


unctuous; tho soul of good 
natnro and 


love of eoso flow through them. The coun- 
tryman speaks with a sad and gentlo drawl. 
Ho may not know it, but ho was inado for 
better things than to pick tho banjo and Ho 
with his feet to tho firo. 


His wife and daughters—thero aro thrai 


of tho latter—aro all tall, thin, angular, with 
no hint of womanly grace in their forms and 
littlo in their faces. They uvo so lean that 
their dresses lit, as tho old saying has it, "liko 
a sack on n bean pole." Each has a bit of 
wood three or four inches long sticking out 
of her mouth. Thero is, or has Ixwn, str.ilt on 
the unseen end of It. Sometimes you may 
siwabrown rivulet of tho snuff juico me- 
andering down their chin. Somo of llic.su 
poor women, however, aro evidently indus- 
trious, nnrt as clean ns a lilsliy habit, which 
'is almost' universal, will allow them to be. 
If it is a bright day—and by far tiio greater 
number of the days nro bright in this genial 
climate—thero aro from fifty to a hundred of 
them in a town. 
Somo have walked in— 


throe, live, oight miles—with o. few quarts of 
berries, a few apples, iiotiitoos, chickens, tho 
aggregate of their goods probably worth less 
than $1. 


A CALICO DUEPS. 


Others have come in the country teams, 


long, low, canvas-covered "Pennsylvania wag- 
ons," sitting in splint chairs, drawn by mules, 
or, possibly, by steers. 
Tlmy wear calico 


dresses and calico cape-bonnets. They never 
hod anything better than n calico dress— not 
ono in a hundred of them—in all their lives. 
Not one in ti hundred of them can read .>r 
write. Not ono In a hundred ever attended 
school thren months. They stand about at the 
street corners, gazing at tho pnsscrsby with 
wide, staring, incurious eyes, They "trade" 
at the general storo their rag carjieting, their 
tallowy butter, their homespun yiirns for to- 
bacco, Rio colToo, calico ol1 gay colore. They 
sit nlwut on upturned boxes In tho stores, 
their trading finished, till it pleases pak'i'- 
fnmiliiis to start for home. Not Infrequently 
yon may seo one on either sido of Uio husband 
or brother, who has got at the bar-room close 
by moro than ho can carry, supporting his 
staggering steps, and hoisting him into tho 
wagon, where ho lies in tho straw upon the 
floor whilo the women drivo home. 


Homol Tho house is of logs, with probably 


two doors, possibly aboard window. Should 
it bn built of boards with glazed windows.it 
is spoken of as "a nice houso with glass 
lights." It is apt to bo about sixteen or eigh- 
teen feet square, and may havo a lean-to, 
which may be used either for a bedroom or 
cooking room. 
Xlusually, however, the sim- 


plo family cooking is dono in tho great stono 
fireplace nt tho end of tho family room. 
Thoro aro often tbroo beds in n row on ono 
sido of tho room, l-'erll.ips there is a loft 
nbovo which is reached by a ladder, or, ns in 
ono case wo know, by one of tho boys climb- 
ing on a tabio, clutching a rafter and swing- 
ing himself: up. In this onn room all ages and 
both sexes sleep, from childhood to old age. 
Tho furniture is of tho simplest. 
A long 


table at ono sido, with low benches Ixsido it 
;or nso nt mcnLi, is often seen. Thero is, 
arely, a plain bureau, but this fa in tho 
ionics of tho well-to-do. Thoro may bo a 
pinning wheel in tho comer. There Is nn 
hhia closet, for tho whole table, service 
vould not furnish forth a modern camper-out 
[or a week's otitinc. 


THE KITCHEN OUTK1T. 


Tho cooking utensils aro an iron teakettle, 


v frying pan aud a bakoovon, tho latter a 


[cep, 
iron vessel, with a hollow cover which 


lOltls coals for browning tho top of tho braid, 
md a colteo pot. Thero may be a pot to boil 
ho dinner; if so, it may also servo to boil 
ho family washing. 
Bacon, fried in the 


rying pan; corn bread, baked in tho bakc- 
>vcn; beans, string bcailS and "roasting 
>ars," boiled in the pot, with plenty of bacon 
or "seasoning"—theso are tho staple urticles 
of tho family fare, accompanied three Limes 
daily by black Uio coffee, usually taken with- 
out milk or cream and almost always without 
sugar. This inonu is varied occasional iy by 
fried chicken, moro raroly by game, which 
night easily bo had with little trouble. What 
s known as raised bread or yeast bread 
among us is spoken of south as "light bread," 
n conti'a-distinetion, probably, to the ordi- 
mry buttannilk biscuit, which is either sour 
nnd heavy, or sodden and yellow with soda. 
Tho ut't of making "light bread" is not a 
'ninilinr ono to tho woman wo havo been 
speaking of. 
Sho knows nothing of the 


niceties of cooking, nothing of dainty house- 
keeping. 


Sho was raised to field work. She milks 


tho cows, feeds tlio hogs, plows, hoes corn, 
builds fence, hauls logs, pulls fodder, digs 
potatoes; in short, does any and all the work 
.1 man may do, Its amount only limited by 
lier strength. If her hard, rough lifo has loft 
small room for tho graces of lite, what won- 
dori 
Into her. darkness and ignorance no

Should her husband sell a 


piece of land, sho "makes her mark" in tho 
proper place. Her little girls aro growing up 
just'as their mother did. Thero is n. poor 
apology for a school, taught during two, 
three or four months in the year, somewhere, 
two, three or four miles away. That oven 
this, rightly used, would lift them out of the 
slouch where tho "deference of mankind has 
placed them," how should they know) How 
can you reach them and lift them to a higher 
lovel?—Ashovilli!
